Fuel Air Explosions research at -McGill has direct 
connections with the Canadian Defence department's 
plans to develop the controversial "Fuel air Ex- 
plosives," Canadian Press (CP) revealed in the Globe 
and Mail last week. 



According to CP, "although 
the effects of such explosions 
have long been known^scieti' 
lists have yet to achieve a 
reliable method of detonating 
clouds of vapour which is one 
of the problems being - studied 
by professors Romuald 
Kynstautus and John Lee.". 

The article continues, "using 
this technology, explosions can 
be set off by spUling volatile gas 
around a target and letting it 
mix wth air to form a large 



vapour cloud before igniting 
it." Stories about Fuel Air 
Explosives were Tirst printed in 
the October 1 issue of the Daily. 
Professors Kynstautus and Lee 
of McOill's Mechanical 
Engineering department told 
the Daily their research had 
nothing to do with Fuel Air Ex- 
plosives.

Ronald Reagan's Soviet af- 
fairs advisor believes that the 
West must let the internal Soviet 
situation get worse in order to 
reform the Soviet Union. 

Richard Pipes, speaking at 
McGill last week, said "the 
superpower conflict stems from 
ideology and from the internal 
needs of the Soviet elite." ' 

He said that little more than 
10% of the Soviet population 
support the current govern- 
ment. Pipes, currently the chair 
of the Russian studies depart- 
ment of Harvard, added "the 
Soyiet^élite need to maintain 
tension in order to justify their 
rule." - 

This is done by creating an 
.enemy abroad and instilling' a 
. ^etise of xenophobia within the 
population, with the West being 
the' enemy, he said. 

"The leadership arouses the 
spirit of the population in very 
. hideous ways, for example by 
inciting hatred of Jews. . 

"This is the reality, the only 
way to alter that reality b by 
changing the system." 
I' He concluded that "only a 
hard line approach will lead to 
improvement in the internal 
conditions of the Soviet Union. 
A soft-line approach, with more 



icy 



technical and economic aid, will 
only serve to maintain the status 
quo. My greatest fear is that 
Reagan, if he is elected for a se- 
cond term, will want to go down 
in history as a peacemaker, and 
will conduct a softrline policy. 
He should follows hu instincts 
and do what he thinks is right." 

In the question period, a 
listener 'suggested that a hard- 
line appfoj^.^ benefits the 
military-industrial complex in 
the U.S. Pipes responded, "the 
defense lobby is nowhere near 
as powerful as one might think. 
In fact, the business community 
is much more powerful and they 
favour détente. A soft-line 
. i)pliqLwould be more conducive 
to?3ôf6usiness with the Soviet 
Union." 

At the core of Pipes' argu- 
ment was the belief that a hard- 
line approach helps the Soviet 
people in the long term, as it 
will force the Soviet leadership 
to improve internal conditions. 
//However, he added a hardline 
approach ultimately harms 
overall U.S. interests? The main 
criteria of U.S. foreign policy 
is, according to Pipes, to help 
the Soviet people and not to fur- 
ther U.S. interests. Thus, it can 
be inferred that maintaining a 
hard-line policy towards the 
Soviet Union is purely altruistic.

She If alio beaten by her 
father. 

When I saw Marie (not her real name) several weeks ago at 
school, she had a large bruise over one eye, and appeared 
helpless and afraid. Through tears, she told me about an 
evening with her family two days before. Her father beat her 
up after a'trivial arguitieht. It wasn't the first time. 

Her mother not only sided with her father, but condoned 
the abuse. She told Marie not to tell anybody in order to 
preserve the family. As if there was anything left to preserve, 

Marie feels guilty. She went to a social worker. Her father 
insisted slfe'apologize for causing him to hit her and admit it 
was her fault he got mad. Despite telling me she didn't feel 
responsible, she didn't seem sure she wasn't. 

The night after she told nie this I had a dream: I was runn- 
ing away from something large and dark,'and it was hitting 
me; I was trapped. Not only could I not resist but I didn't 
dare to. This was merely sympathetic pain — I hardly dare 
imagine Marie's dreams, the ones she can't even admit to 
herself. ' 

Not only is the bastard who passes for her father messing 
her up emotionally and physically, he is affecting her success 
at school. After being beaten, she felt incapable of studying, 
and had little interest in her classes. Since then, she has drop- 
ped half of them. 

According to one social worker, who wished to remain 
nameless, Marie's experiences aren't unique. 

The worker said victims of battering ''have low self esteem. 
The person^who is abused feels' reisponsible for the^i^ttack, 
downgradi^' herself, and feels guilty." As well, the^ictimbf 
abuse shows "hesitation, difOculty in making decisions and 
concentrating on school." 

Perhaps most inexplicably, when the victim is a child, the 
mother, instead of protecting her, often responds to abuse by 
"blaming the child for disrupting family life, for provoking 
the abuser." 

When advised to leave home, the\ictim refuses, hoping 
things will improve. But they don't, and the victim "usually 
continues living with her abuser." So it is with Marie. 

Despite vows to the contrary, she has apologized to her 
father, as he demanded, for something that was his crime. 
Hearing this, I felt almost physically sick at her pain and 
humiliation. 

What is Marie's future? 

Following trends, she will marry a man who will probably 
be like her father. SKe will have learned that love comes with 
violence, and. that : this will give her needed security. It's a 
situation she already knows. 

So will Marie have to go through life guilty and afraid? Is it 
fair that she should be unwilling to build a life for herself 
because that would mean an total split from her family? The 
answers depend on her, and what support and unders^nding 
others can provide. 

The criminal is not her but her father, the crime not a fami- 
ly affair but a legal one, her problem not hers alone but 
everyone's. It is terrifying, horrible, but all too true. May it

Gazette brings hatred to your door 
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The Montréal Gazette managed to sink to new dep- 
ths last Friday. The editorial graphic reprinted above 
is, to put it bluntly, offensive, racist and lacking any 
knowledge of htimah decency. It is not conceivable- 
or maybe it is all too possible that the Gazette could 
run a graphic with the emphasis on the word Sikh. 
The cartoon will carry connotations to an entire 
group of individuals. It is very doubtTul that many 
Montrealers can' distinguish between a radical 
follower of Bhindranwale and any other member of 
the Sikh faith, or for that matter, any other South 
East Asian. 

Clair Balfour, the ombudsman for the Gazette 
wrote in his coluihn November 1, "News media have 
moved a long way toward elimination of 
stereotypes... which cast all members of a group. or 
class in an unfavourable light." 

He continued, "The Stylebook put out by CP 
states' 'identify a person by race only when it is truly 
pertinent. Be guided by fairness, sensitivity and good 



taste (This approaches expected to be followed at tl 
Gazette). Reporters in the Gazette do not . refer t 
races of those involved." -^lîr 

In this same paper, two headlines read "TH'e life ( 
an Indian Heroine" (referring to Gandhi) an 
"Sikhs' words of hate: 'She deserved to die'. 

When faced with an accusation of racism oh ti 
part of the Gazette by printing this graphic, Balfoi 
replied, "the newspaper printed the cartoon pn 
bably knowing that some people would find it offei 
sive...it is making a social comment." 

Media bias leaves the Indian community in Moi 
treal in a, turmoil. Monkeys, radical fanatics ar 
•murderers.. .every label will be applied to all. Tl 
death of Gandhi is tearing India apart, the Gazct 
and other papers seem to be doing all they can to e 
sure that the Indian community in Canada will I 
equally divided and attacked.

The assassination of Indira Oandhi has re-bpened 
old wounds in India. Religious, animosity has now 
turned to rioting.

"the failure to appoint Dr. Mandei In the cir- 
cumstances outlined above (see full report) 
was, in our opinion, unlalr to Dr. Mandei." 
The* CAUT Board Ihen passed a motion 
stating that "...this Board believes that the 
evidence belore it raises grave doubts about 
whether Dr. Mandei was treated fairly..." A 
Quebec Human Rights investigator, aller 
hearing over 50 hours ol testimony relating 
to Professor Mandel's charges slated that: 
"There were In this particular case polltlcal 
elements In the full sense of the term that in- 
tervened In the collective decision ol the 
Department of Political Science to reject the 
candidacy of David Mandei, and in these cir- 
cumstances the complaint appears to us to

Professor Vaiilancourt left McGlil Univer- 
sity, and in Professor Mandel's case the 
CAUT claimed It was powerless to get McGili 
to act and the Human Rights Commission 
felt It did not have the Idnd of proof 
necessary to take the issue to court.
